They cannot discuss the Caunauvon 
settlement without, inferentially, con- 
demning the, policy of their latn leader, 
Mr. Mackenzie. ►Should thoy no that 
there would occur a great split in the 
liberal' raiuka, for Mr. .Mackknzik's 
friends still smart under the treat- 
ment their leader recoivwlat the hands 
of hia party last session, and the ad- 
dition of a feather to the load they 
are now. compelled to, pack would 
break ' tlie ' hoick of their patience. 
Therefore, tho Grit press think- it wise 
to decline to dfabHss'tho matter on its 
merits and to resort to abusing British 
Columbia in plauo oL" condemning tlieir 
late leader. To refer to this as the 
"mendicant province," and its people 
as "beggars" and "bullies" is, they im- 
agine, a safe game to play, ('nlumbiu's 
population is sparse imd her voico at 
the national capital i.s .scarcely hoard. 
Therefore, wlicu .she respectfully asks 
that a solemn treaty — to the carrying 
out of which the faitii and honor of 
the Dominion are pledged — bo fulfilled 
it is considered tho correct thing to 
insult and suit upon her as too vile 
a thing to bo permitted to exist ou 
equal terms witii the older provineivs. 
These gentry sing n very diftbrent .song 
to that which Lord JJuffkiu.v saag 
when at Victoria. That nobleman 
pledged his pei'SQual ..hopor,. on tho 
statement that' £Ho 'Dominioh would 
fulfill all her obligations to this pro- 
vince, and after Lord Dofkkuin's visit 
Lord CAnNARVON distinctly stated in 
an olUcial dispatch that the province 
was either entitled to tho island rail- 
way or compensation in lieu thereof — ■ 
such compensation being a sum sufficient 
with the lands to enablo the province to 
construct tho railway itself. This is 
tho first recorded instance where a peo- 
ple havo mado a demand for their 
rights and met a storm of abuse 
and invective. Take Jihis plain busi- 
ness transftctfou :' A "gives B^'a' note 
for value received. In the course of 
time A allows it to go to protest. B. 
demands payment and A. hopes to 
square his account by applying oppro- 
brious epithets to his creditor. Such is 
tho stand taken by the Ottawa Free 
Press and the London Advertiser. They 
cannot and do not deny tho indebted- 
ness^^thpyi do' h'oTr dispute the account 
because they cannot. They simply 
abuse the province that holds tho evi- 
dence of Canadian indebtedness and 
which intends to hold it until the claim . 
is satisfied. . ' .! * ; . = 

. Far different is the tone of the Mon- 
treal' '&ase«(r arid the Toronto Mail. 
The first-named journal says: 

"Tho resolutions (of tho Victoria meet- 
ing) undoubtedly rnako out a very strong 
case, a/wi ihty'appeal, therefore, loith mxith 
force to the honor and good faith of the 
Dominion at large. They afford another 
illustriition of the unfortunate leg.icy 
which Mr. Mackonzio'a bungling ha.s 
brought upon the country. The Carnar- 
von terms ^aro yrhat are insisted upon. 
Those tiBrras wore agreed to by Mr. Jlao- 
k'enziej and whon;"owing to the vote in 
the Senate, ho was unablo to -carry out 
that portion of thorn involving tho con- 
struction of tho Esquimau and Nanaimo 
railway, he offered throe quarters of a 
million dollars as compensation to tlia 
island for its disappointment, thus ac- 
knowledging in tho moBt^ formal manner 
tho olaiitt ''which tha'^^ialand had, to , tho 
construction of the raihvay." 

f- ■ThiS-.'abo.ve .is. the .proper sj)irit in 
whiohTto discuss this important ques- 
tion — a question that may yet imperil 
the stability of the Confederation. The 
Gazette admits frankly that the "honor 
and good faith of the Dominion at 
large " are, involved in this controversy, 
and tho f eilpdiisibilitir- for the Carnar- 
von tierms is rightly thrown upon Mr.

Island line. Columbians are therefore 
asked by the Mail " to wait," " to bes 
patient,'' and content with the ])ro- 
inisq that should the Island lino at 
i:fotui:e|. |imjBj/i^efcp a f" rqI-;

How Uaxslial MaoUalioii's 2£inistor 
Gi^J^dx Oomyromlaod H isisolf 

Paris, Oct. 25. — A most unfortunate 
incident has occurred to excite French 
suspicion about spies, always too wake- 
ful here. It may be told in a few 
word.s, though our journals have mado 
very many about 'it." ""Invande Wics- 
tynOj a correspondent of French papers 
more lively than exact, of late found a 
ite^iporary homo with the Gaulois. To 
recommend himself to his new patrons 
he came out with a brand-now story of 
the sale to a foreign spy by an oflicer 
high in command of plans for a mob- 
ilization of the French army. Tho 
officer designated was Colonel Jung. 
Tho Colonel brought an action and 
verv easily succeeded in clearing his 
character, though in ordor to do it lie 
had to reveal the infamy of his wife — 
a ,Bayarian^fMme. do Raulla; Certain 
plans it v/as admitted had lieeh impi-o-' 
porly dealt with, but tho real Simon 
Pure of treason was General do Oissey, 
who has,it is said, been on very intimate 
terms with IMnie. do Kaulla. Public 
sentiment was determined to have a 
victim, and so all its fury was at once 
directed against General de Cissoy. 
Oolonel'Junge on his part .received ,di^ip 
satisfaction by" getting "De Wtestyitc 
sentenced to a long term of imprison- 
ment and to a fine. Some lotter.s of 
General de Cissoy were read at the 
trial which clearly proved his intimaey 
with.^Mmi'. de Kaulla, and which ten- 
ded to show that .some of the- lady's 
fi'iends had ])roHted by it in order to 
make money at the public expense, 
t/'ortainly, no such treason as that at- 
tributed to the tJeneral was proved, 
but enough was established to luako 
every one uneasy aud to put people in 
a sort of frenzy of suspicion. Tho 
General's letters wertclearly comprmoW- 
ing, for he was immediately disnnssed 
frouVhia command by tho Governmont 
and tho call upon him to clear himself 
has boon so loud and vehement that ho 
has been. driven, as it were, to com- 
mence a press prosecution on his own 
account. Muio. de Kaulla is now in 
tho the front 'of public notice as an 
object of hate. She is threatened by 
tqo mob. Her portrait is exhibited in 
tho bureaus of journals, and she lias 
been interviewed as a matter of course. 
Equall}', as a matter of course, sho de- 
clares her perfect innocence, and .sho 
ought to know best. 

Two years ago, at least, I heard that 
some such chargo as this was weighing 
over (ieneral de Cissoy, but I confess I 
paid very little attention to it, because 
statements of that kind are so common 
here. French political life always 
takes tho form of drama. Incidents 
shape themselves in that way owing to 
tho genius of tho nation, and whore 
they do not they are trimmed to suit. 
Tho French firmly believe tnat they are 
the common prey of the spies of Europe, 
and that half the pretty women one 
meets with in tho salons are spying 
out our weaknesses in the interest of 
German Chancellor. Sardou wrote one 
of his best known pieces on this subject, 
and tho Kaulla-Cissey afl'air will jirob- 
ably ))roducc a further crop of dramas 
of the same kind. The specific charge 
against the General is that ho gave 
copies of the papers relating to the 
mobilization. He has met this (in an 
interview with a correspondent) by say- 
ing that the mobilization jjapers are at 
least three or four feet high and as 
many broad, and that it would bo a 
physical impossibility to hand them 
over, as it were, from one coat pocket 
to another in the manner descibed or 
suggested.' ■ Nb one cbulfl deliver them 
without the complicity of a dozen heads 
of departments. The real truth prob- 
ably is that Mine, de Kaulla used her 
influence with the pliant warrior to 
further certain private financial ends, 
and that .she received "tips" for promot- 
ing the purchase or sale of stores. , This 
is frequently done hero; the,j;wqmen 
who insinuate themselves into tho con- 
fidence of chiefs of departments being 
feed by sharp contractors as tho readiest 
way of securing a favorable hearing. 
This gives them a handsome allowance 
of pin money, and makes them compara- 
tively independent of the liberality' of 
the person to whom they, are more es- 
pecially attached— to the great enhance- 
ment of their credit for disinterested 
alTection. Even such practices, if prov- 
ed, would be enough to secure the 
downfall of General de Cis-soy, and I 
think it more than probable]that:l)e;i9 a 
doomed man. It is a political as well 
as a social question. Do Cissoy was 
one of MacMahon's men in the Govern- 
ment formed on the IGth of 3Iay, and 
the Eepublicans have a direct interest 
in jiroving tliat the whole of that so- 
called party of Moral Order was rotten 
to the core. — Cor. 0/ N. Y. World.

WECNK.SDAY, Dec. 15th, 1880. 
The hearing of tho Mnmduiuus coso be- 
fore tho full court was called on at 12.30, 
Mr. Theodore Davie for plaintifis and 
Mr. Hott for defendant. 

Mr. Hett as solicitor for the defence 
stated that Mr. McCroight, liis senior 
counsel, haU withdrawn from the caso in 
consequence of having received oflicial 
notiticatioii of his elevotion to t!ie Bench. 
He therefore applied for an adjournment 
till Monday next. 

The Chief Justice remarked that the 
caso had been put off repeatedly, and it 
really/seoihcd as if thorb'wsnld bo no end 
of it. " ' •• 

Mr. .Ju.stice Gray considered it very 
neces.sary for various roasona that the 
caso should go on. Mr. McCreight after 
accepting a judgeship should not kavo 
taken a retainer in tho case as lie might 
bo obliged, at any moment, to withdraw 
from it. 'The defense should havo boon 
[ircpared for a contingency of that sort. 

Mr. Hott explained that the now judges 
did nut know tiiomaolves when they 
would bo appointed. 

Mr Justice Gr.13' — The matter might bo 
cut short by hearing.' certain affidavits 
read aboiitthe adniissabllity of which there 
coiild' b"6''TOTJoubt?«'fi™»*»^''j.«<. • 

Mr. Hott contended that the ease could 
not be gone on with in that way, as tlie 
very first point that would be raised was 
that the mandamus would not lio. Ho 
then entered into some explanations re- 
specting tho queatlona at issue. 

Mr. Justice Gray also explained tha 
as the pkintil&'imj-comglied, wUh tho 
rules and conditions of the School Act it 
was co«tondod that she ought to havo re- 
ceived her certificate of qualification as a 
school teacher ; aud that tho defendants 
as public servants, employed to carry out 
the provisions of said act, had iiol com- 
plied with such ruloaandconditions. There 
was a voiy nice point at issue in tho case. 

Tho Chief J ustico stated that howovor 
hiiuoutal)!o another postponoraont might 
bo it was only rcusonablo that Mr. Hott's 
application should bo complied with. 

Mr. (Theo. Davie, on tho part of tho 
plaintiffs, remarked that the examiners 
seemed to fight shy of tlio matter and 
wero availing thomsolyes of every poss- 
ible excuse for delay. Tho lournod coun- 
sel also informed their lordships that one 
of the examiners had boon going through 
tho city informing people that the reason 
the caso was postponed from time to 
timo was that Mrs. Hayward was afraid 
to enter tho witness box. Ho could not 
too strongly deprecate such conduct. 

Tho Chief Justice enquired of Mr. Hott 
whether hu had obtained other counsel. 

Mr. Hett answered in tha nogotive. Ho, 
might appear himself. 

'I'he Chief Justice — Then why not put 
on your wig and gown and letusgoonwith 
the ease. If you get an adjournment for 
a week or so and then appear yourself, 
the Bonoh will think you are trifling with 
it. 

Mr. Davie submitted that the dofonee 
should boar tho additional costs of these 
repeated postponomonta and delays. 

Tho Chief Justice considered tho ap- 
l)lication inadmissablo as this postpone- 
ment, however much it might be regrett- 
ed, appeared to be unavoidable.
